"Swat1 the First Ones is a Big Start. 


The followin gadvlce from an ex- 


change Is worth- reading and worth 
putting into "Practice. "Fly Time" is 
a menace to men, women and chil- 
dren and all kinds 61 animals. 


The following advice from an er- 


'hs blossoming of the dandelions will 
he but the harbinger of that serious 
pest, that menace to 'health and lite, 
the fly. Tie fly season will be on ns 
•before we are aware, and the early 
Bart of the fly time is the most -pro- 
fitable and satisfactory, time of the 
fly hunting season. -Every fly Wiled 
early may mean the saving oi a ta- 
nian life. Every fly destroyed when 
they -first appear means "the preven- 
tion -<X the birth of-about -2,000,000 
more flies. 


A.policy of prevention of fly hirth 


is better than a constant ifight with 
and against, the myriads of flies sure 
to be present later dn the season. The 
boards of flies of midsummer are not 
only annoying but are ajlmost the 
best known medium for spreading di- 
sease. .Prevent the midsummer mil- 
lions by destroying, the early 
few. 


Plies delight to find piles of rubbish) 
refuse and manure for these are the 
places and this 'is the sort ot materi- 
al'in which they lay their eggs. All 
material of this sort should ue kept 
cleaned up before the first flies ar- 
rive and "siould be kept clean.' all 
slimmer. It any refuse, garbage or 
manure 
aecummulates about 
the 


house, out-buildings or ibarns, it is 
iir: this :that the eggs are laid and 
the maajots hatch, and on this they 
(feed. The accunimulation of a few 
days, helps to breed flies, and if it 
is. not cleaned u-p lor three weeks a 
whole brood will have time to hatch, 
pupate and develop into adult flies. 
Prevent the formation .of the usual 
breeding places and much more will 
be accomplished than by a campaign 
of "swatting" later. 


To completely eradicate ike fly 


pest a concerted campaign 
against 


this filthy insect must he begun at 
once.
